‘Call to Action’ gets praise with caution

WASHINGTON (NC)—In re-- 


sponse to questions about his earlier 


statement (see page 7) criticizing 


some aspects of the national Catholic 
“Call to Action’’ conference in 
Detroit, Archbishop Joseph J. 
Bernardin of Cincinnati declared 
that many of the conference’s 


.gstecommendations were ‘“‘positive 


_ and constructive’’ and insisted that 


he ‘‘did not repudiate’’ the confer- 
ence. 


The archbishop, who is president 
of the NationalConference of 
Catholic Bishops (NCCB)—the body 
that called the conference and that 
will have final responsibility to 
respond to the conference’s. recom- 
mendations—had cautioned in his 
earlier statement that the NCCB 
‘‘must take a very careful approach 


© to its evaluation of the recommenda- 
'tions.’’

HE HAD charged that “‘special 
interest groups’’ seemed to play ‘‘a 
disproportionate role’’ and ‘‘dom- 
inated the conference as a whole.”’ 

Asked to spell out what groups or 
recommendations or tones of ap- 
proach he had in mind in the critical 
portions of his statement, Archbish- 
op Bendardin declined elaborating 
on specifics, but he expanded on the 
rationale behind his remarks.

ing to the factual context in which it 
took place,’”’ he said. 


‘IN RESPONSE to questions 
which had been put to me, I pointed 
to some difficulties with the 
conference, but I did not repudiate 
it. I felt obliged to comment in order 
to re-emphasize the process by 
which final decisions about the 


@ conference’s recommendations will 


be made.

the conference weat beyond the 
working papers on a number of 
matters. I did not say that. the 
consensus of the conference was 
misrepresented by the recommenda- 
tions, nor do I suggest that the 
conference did not have the right to 
alter the working papers. 


‘‘Tam only pointing out that many 
of the recommendations do go 
beyond the working papers, which 
presumably reflected the results of 
the pre-conference consultation. 


“MY BASIC difficulty with some | 


of the recommendations is what I 
see as a tendency to propose 
simplistic answers to complex ques- 


‘tions. I attribute this to the fact that 


the conference was forced to cover 
too much ground in too little time, as 
well as to the role played by special 
interest groups,’’ he added.

Strict teen guidelines included 


Diocese sets marriage preparation policy

The new diocesan policy for 
marriage preparation — prohibits 
Catholic weddings ‘‘in parks or 
similar settings’’, and requires a 
minimum of three months’ prepara- 
tion before a couple can marry in the 
Church. The policy becomes effec- 
tive after it is announced at Masses 
throughout the diocese this week- 
end, Nov. 6 and 7. 


The new- policy sets pastoral 
directives for marriage preparation 
and contains special guidelines for 
couples between 18 and 21 and for 
those under 18, and is aimed at 
assuring every possible chance ‘‘of 
happiness and a long-lasting marri- 
age’’ for the couple.

DRAWN UP over the last yearby 
a committee headed by Father 
Michael Higgins, head of the 
diocesan Tribunal, the guidelines 
restate the canon law requirements 
for Christian marriage and give the 
diocese its first formal policy for 
marriage preparation. 

“The key to the new policy is 
consistency,’’ said Father Higgins. 
‘‘With a single diocesan policy to 


coupleto—-enter into Christian 
marriage, according to Father 
Higgins. 

In addition, according to the 
policy, the assisting priest or deacon 
should examine how the proposed 
marriage may be affected by any 
special circumstances such as differ- 
ences in age, culture or religion as 
well as military service, pregnancy 
or physical or emotional problems. 


rely on, priests can give couples®% THE POLICY clearly states that 


more effective pastoral care.”’ 


Under the policy all couples are 
asked to begin arrangements for 
their wedding at least three months 
in advance. During the three-month 
period they will undergo a formation 
program consisting of-at least seven 
sessions. 


FOUR OF the sessions required 


‘consist of attending the diocesan 


Pre-Cana program or attending one 
of the recently begun Engaged 
Encounter weekends. 


Three sessions are held with the 
priest or deacon who will preside at 
the wedding ceremony. These 
sessions are designed to help the 
priest determine the spiritual and 
psychological readiness of the 


weddings are to be performed in a 
parish church although dispensa- 
tions may be obtained to allow the 
couple to be married in a church or 
temple of another denomination, for 
serious reason. 

‘‘Weddings in parks or similar 
settings are not allowed,”’ according 
to Father Higgins, ‘‘although with 
special permission, and for serious 
reasons, weddings may be perform- 
ed in private homes.”’ 

Mandatory guidelines have been 
set for marriage preparation when 
one of the parties is under age 18 
‘*to prepare engaged young couples 


to make a mature, intelligent

President Carter and Church issues 


Gov. Jimmy Carter, winner of the 
election for President in Tuesdays’ 
voting, met with representatives of the 
American Catholic bishops during the 
campaign. In answer to questions by NC 


News later, he spoke of his position on 
churches lobbying on issues like 
abortion, hunger and civil rights. He 
replied: 

“The Baptist Church is very vocal on 
its stand on matters that we think 
involve a moral question. I know that 
the Catholic church has been, as well, 


insistent on preserving its right to 
express its views publicly on matters 
that involve morality. This is something 
that I think is a legitimate part of our 
electoral process and I would expect to 
pay very close attention to views 
expressed by religious denominations in 
this country. ‘ 


‘I don’t think that any person should 
be forced to pray at a certain time or 
pray in a certain fashion in the public 
schools. I think private prayer ought to 
be permitted.”’

Diocesan youth get ‘together on their day

RIVERSIDE—More than 600 young people from 
throughout the diocese came ‘‘together’’ on the picturesque 
University of California campus here, Oct. 30, to learn how to 
get themselves ‘‘together’’ by allowing Christ to transform 
their lives. , 

It was Youth Day’76, sponsored jointly by the diocesan 
campus ministry office and the youth ministry office of the 
Center for Christian Ministry, San Bernardino. Participants 
came from such diverse places as Lake Elsinore, El Cajon, 
China Lake, and San Diego. The theme was the one 
word—‘‘Together.”’ ars 


THE DAY included two general sessions, eight workshops 
- and the closing Mass concelebrated by Auxiliary Bishop 
Gilbert Chavez. Asa finale, a slide and film show depicted life 
and was accompanied by the folk group singing ‘‘To Be 
Alive.”’ ; 

The assembly of youth heard the call to be open to God, to 
find a quiet place to be alone with him and listen to him, from 
both keynote speakers, Father Michael Manning, SVD, and 
Mary Betten Mitchell. 0 

“I challenge you to spend 10 to 15 minutes each day to go 
off to.a quiet place, to be alone, and get in touch with 
yourself,’’ said Father Manning, vocations director for Divine 
Word Seminary, here. 


_ “IF YOU ARE open to him the power of his transforming 
grace will come and stare you right in the eye. And that’s 
being together,’’ he said. 

A movie and television actress, Mitchell performed her 


hilarious but effective presentation on ‘“Getting Your Act 
Together.”’ 

Expanding on Father Manning’s message, she said, ‘‘the 
deepest prayer is silence,’’ even if nothing is felt. ‘‘Can you 
hang in there (in prayer) when you don’t feel anything?’ 

‘““WHEN YOU feel depressed or lonely, maybe that’s Jesus 
calling you to get alone with him and listen.’’ She said doubts 
are a cause of loneliness. And they laughed as she added, 
‘Doubts are ‘ants in the pants’ of faith.’’ ~ : 


At the closing liturgy, the altar was draped with a cloth of 


“‘oraffiti’’, the contribution of the young people to the spirit of 


their day. 

Father Robert Miller, northern youth ministry director, 
held up a Halloween mask during his homily and said: ‘‘We 
all wear masks. We may take them off for a few chosen people 
or when we are alone. And maybe we never take them off. 


“WE FORGET what’s real,’ he said. ‘We hide our 
feelings, our love, ourselves. We scare people away by the 
masks we wear.” 


God had different masks too, Father Miller continued, 
adding, there were all kinds of names and images of God. 
‘“‘But he took off his mask and we see him clearly. And the 
name given to him without his mask if Jesus Christ.” 


In the workshop ‘‘Sex and the Single Student, a Christian 
Perspective’’, the Rev. Ken Overstreet, director of San Diego 
Campus Life, explained the difference between love and lust. 


LUST IS the gratification of the self, whereas love is a 
uniting of ‘‘a man and woman emotionally, physically, 
socially, mentally and spiritually,’’ he said. That’s what takes 
place in a commitment of marriage, he added.

IN SUCH CASES the 
priest or deacon will give 
both parties a form to 
complete privately. He will 
then review the forms to 
determine the ‘‘positive or 
negative motives’ of the 
couple for marriage. 

Couples must attend either 
Pre-Cana or Engaged En- 
counter, and the priest or

marriage must ‘‘express his 
judgment in writing’ that 
there is a reasonable chance 
that the marriage will suc- 
ceed.’’ Also mandatory are 
interviews with the parents 
of the couple. 

Should the priest or dea- 
con asked to assist at the 
wedding feel the couple 
needs further counseling, 
according to the new policy 


he should refer-them to the. 


nearest office of Catholic 
Family Services. 

IT IS UP to. the CFS 
counselor to decide how 
many sessions are needed 


with the couple. When the | 


sessions are completed, the 
priest or deacon will receive 


5 the CFS report and schedule 


his own additional interviews 
with the couple. 


The policy states: ‘‘If...the 
priest judges that the marri- 
age should be discouraged or 
postponed, he should advise 
the couple. If the couple will 
not accept the priest’s ad- 
vice...they -may “seek the 
advice of a second priest.’’ 


Priests are reminded in the 
new policy: “In no event 
should.a priest feel compel- 
led to witness a marriage 
when, in his pastoral judg- 
ment, the level of maturity 
and degree of commitment 


‘required for a true and 


lasting marriage are lack- 
ing.” 


THE NEW guidelines also 
establish a mandatory policy 
for marriages in which either 
party is between 18 and 21. 
The, assisting priest or 
deacon is required to inform 
the couple that no date can 
be set for the wedding until 
he has had a personal 
interview with them. 


“Following the  inter- 
view...the priest should not 
proceed with any plans if one 
or both of the parties is not 
ready to handle the rights 
and responsibilities of Chris- 


tian marriage, emotionally, 
intellectually or financially,”’ 
the policy says. 

IF THE assisting priest. or 
deacon decides the couple is 


_not ready, then an in-depth 


counseling program must be 
undertaken ‘‘by himself or 
by an outside agency.” 


The new policy is “‘less 
rigid than similar policies in 


-other dioceses,’’ according to 


Father Higgins, who headed 
the policy formation commit- 
tee. 3 


ACCORDING -to Father 
Higgins, the purpose of the 
policy is well-stated in its 
concluding paragraphs: 

“Young people should be 
led to understand that marri- 
age is a life-long commit- 
ment and that the care the 
Church gives to proposed 
marriages -is not meant to 
‘slap them down’ or create 
personal difficulties for indi- 
vidual couples. 

“This policy is meant to 
assist the couple in discern-, 


ing the responsibilities of 


marriage. Each priest should 
take the time...not only to 
receive the couple but to 
listen carefully to them and 
their reasons for marriage.” 


THE POLICY notes the 


possibility (on a postpone-.- 


ment decision) of alienating 
the couple or their families 
from the Church. But it notes 
that this possibility “‘can be 
minimized if the priest is 
careful to explain in a spirit 
of love and interest that the 
policy concerns itself with 
the ultimate happiness and 
rights of those involved.”’ 
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All founded in 1926 
3 parishes plan 
gala anniversaries

In 1926 Archbishop John Cantwell of Los Angeles looked 
south and east over his vast diocese, then stretching to the 
Mexican border, and observed the rapidly expanding 
population. 


As a result he founded three new parishes in what is now 
the San Diego diocese. And now, 50 years later, celebrations 
are planned to pay tribute to the 150 years of faith 
represented by St. Didacus parish, San Diego; St. Mary 
parish, National City; and Our Lady of Guadalupe parish, San 
Bernardino. 


ON SUNDAY, Nov. 14, the people of St. Didacus will mark 
the golden jubilee of their parish on the Feast of St. Didacus, 
patron of both the parish and the diocese. 


Celebrations will begin at 1:30 p.m. and end with a Mass at 
5 p.m., concelebrated by Bishop.Leo T. Maher with the pastor 
Father Charles Young (soon to be a monsignor). 


In the 50 years of the parish, the people of St. Didacus have 
known only three pastors. The founding pastor, Father 
Thomas Murphy served until 1930. He saw the dedication of 

_ the parish church, built at a cost of $40,000 in 1927. 


IN 1930 FATHER Luke Deignan was named pastor, and he 
served the people until his death 38 years later. During his 
tenure St. Didacus school was built graduating its first class 
in 1941. In 1951 Father Deignan was elevated to the rank o 
monsignor. ; 


Father Charles Young, the current pastor, was named to 
succeed Msgr. Deignan in 1969. During his pastorate the 
church has been redecorated and shortly, he will add another 
page to the parish history when he is invested as a monsignor 
by Bishop Maher. j 


Celebrations marking the 50th year of St. Mary parish, 
National City, will be held Nov. 18 with a Mass concelebrated 
by Bishop Maher with the pastor, Father John Cadden, at 6 
p-m., a banquet follows at.8 p.m. ‘ 


THOUGH THE people of St. Mary parish had their first 
church in 1926, a resident pastor was not appointed until 1936 
when Father (later Msgr.) Francis Ott was assigned there. 


In 1940 Father Francis Dillon was named to succeed Msgr. 
Ott, serving until 1946 when Msgr. Malachy O’Sullivan 
became pastor. 


Serving the parish until 1960, it was Msgr. O’Sullivan who 
saw the ground broken for the long-awaited St. Mary’s School 
in 1948. Classes began that year under the Benedictine 
Sisters. 


Msgr. O’Sullivan was transferred in 1960 and was 
succeeded by Father Leo Davis, now director of the Cardijn 
Center San Diego. In 1962 Msgr. Thomas Egan was named 
pastor of the parish in addition to his duties as head of the ' 
diocesan Tribunal. , 


UNDER MSGR. EGAN, the walls of St. Mary’s ‘‘came 
tumblin’ down’’, in the words of the parish history, and the 
building received major remodeling. 


The current pastor, Father Cadden, was assigned to the 
parish in 1967 when he ceased to be president of the College 
for Men, U.S.D. Under Father Cadden the parish underwent 
the pain of closing the parish school in 1972 and the joy of 
building a new parish hall. 


In 1926 the population was booming in what is now the 
northern part of the San Diego diocese and Archbishop. 
Cantwell established Our Lady of Guadalupe parish to serve 
the people of San Bernardino. 


Celebrations of the 50th anniversary, of the parish will 
center on the feast days honoring the Virgin Mary, Dec. 8, 
Feast of the Immaculate Conception, and Dec. 12, Feast of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe. 


LEADING THE festivities will be Bishop Gilbert Chavez, 
auxiliary of the diocese and pastor of the parish. Details are to 
be announced later. 


In the 50 years Our Lady of Guadalupe has served 
Spanish-speaking Catholics, noted Spanish surnames have 
marked the pastorate there. Noted among the pastors 
preceding Bishop Chavez are Msgr. Rudolph Galindo, now 
rector of St. Joseph Cathedral, San Diego, who served from 
1968-1974, and Msgr. Jose Nunez who served OLG for 29 


years from 1939-1968.

There is probably 'no better time than the week of 


. a presidential election to devote thoughts and 


actions to prayer and celebration. {t all depends on 
your view of the results. But we are stuck with our 
ballot decisions, whether propositions or President, 
and now we pray that our hopes will be fulfilled, or 
our fears groundless. 


Helping us to pray and to celebrate is the very 
‘active new diocesan Center for Liturgy and Prayer 
under the direction of Father Dennis Krouse, 
whose studies in Rome were particularly devoted to 
liturgy. ‘‘At Prayer and Celebration’’ is the aptly 
titled bulletin now published by the center, full of 
pertinent information to help towards — better 
liturgical celebrations in our parishes. In possibly 
too many cases we have thrown out the old, very 
formal style of liturgy and replaced it with little of 
substance and less of form. 


Great Doxology —who says it? 


As if to help settle a common debate the new ’P 
&.C’’ bulletin deals with something which has 
grown in some parishes—the congregation sharing 
with the celebrant the words of the Great Doxology, 
‘Through him, with him, in him...’ Father Krouse 
calls this ‘’a confusion of roles.’’ He says: ‘‘The 
eucharistic prayer-is to be proclaimed only by the 
celebrant. The primary reason for the people not to 
sing (or say) the doxology resides in the fact that it 
tends to diminish the importance of the Great 
Amen.” He points out that in the ancient Talmudic 
tradition the person saying the prayer was 
forbidden from saying his own: ‘‘Amen.’’ 


If we remember that ‘‘Amen’”’ is the response or 
affirmation to the prayer which has just been 
uttered, it seems obvious that the Great Amen is 
the people’s response to the celebrant’s “Through 
him, with him...’ 

Media murder again é 

Even before it was properly born, the ‘‘Call to 
Action’’ conference in Detroit, arranged by the 
U.S. bishops as a forum for current views, was 
virtually murdered by the secular press. By 
concentrating on the proposals for women priests, 
married priests, excommunication of divorced 
Catholics, birth control and unilateral nuclear 
disarmament, the secular media gave the 
impression that it was a conference of heretics at 
best and idiots at worst. 


Jerry Filteau, who covered the conference for-us 
through NC News Service, said the conference 
‘‘has the capability of changing the face of the U.S. 
Church almost as significantly as the Second 
Vatican Council in the 1960s changed the face of the 
Church around the world.’’ 


Filteau points out, to those who judged on 
secular media reports, that the conference 
resolutions took up 110 pages, or about 20,000 
words. The controversial ‘items that received the 
widest coverage amounted to about 2 per cent of 
that space. On the center pages of this Southern 


' Cross you may read a fuller account of the 


resolutions, or about 7,000 of those 20,000 words. 
And the original input came over the past two 
year’s from 800,000 Catholics across the country 
responding to the bishops’ request for ideas: on 
liberty and justice for all human beings.

Conrad the Catholic Cartoonist 
The strong, almost vehement anti-abortion tone 


of cartoons in the Los Angetes Times by Conrad 


shows only one side of probably the nation’s best 
daily newspaper cartoonist. The Pulitzer prize- 
winning Paul Conrad is not only a graphic artist in 
the most vigorous sense of the word but, according 
to the National Catholic Reporter, an active 
Catholic, and member of St. John Fisher parish in 
the Palos Verdes area. > 


Conrad’s most stark and startling anti-abortion 
cartoon was probably that which shows a baby 
nailed to a huge cross, with the caption ‘‘Forgive 
them, Father, for they know not what they do...’’ 
And where the cross of Jesus has INRI above the 
head, Conrad’s crucified baby has the label 
‘‘Abortion-on demand.’ 


The 52-year-old editorial cartoonist has his 
readers puzzled. While many find him in the ardent 
liberal camp, they get a sudden shock when he 
produces such a conservative look as his 
anti-abortion themes. On the other hand those to 
the right who find his anti-abortion stance 
admirable, just can’t understand how he can draw 
all those anti-Nixon, anti-establishment themes for 
his millions of- readers across the country. 
However, none doubt. the sheer brilliance of his 
incisive, dramatic and truly graphic art.

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‘Call to Action’ conference challengé 


DETROIT [NC]—More than 1,300 
representatives of the American Catho- 
lic community called for an overwhelm- 
ing range of actions for social justice at 
the national Catholic Bicentennial 
conference here, ‘‘A Call to Action,’’ 
Oct. 21-23. 


All of the resolutions are still subject 
to the approval of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, sponsor 
of the meeting. It was the opinion of 
most observers here that the U.S. 
hierarchy as a whole is likely to modify 
and in some cases reject some of the 
most controversial resolutions. : 


Church 


More Church participation for women,’ 
laity and laicized priests, as well as 
recognition of the importance of education at 
all levels of the Church highlighted the 28 
resolutions proposed to the general as- 
sembly under the ‘‘Church’’ section. 


Under the heading of ‘‘Women in the 
Church’’, the assembly urged a greater role 
for women in the Church at all levels— 
including eventual ordination of women. The 
assembly called for the elimination of sexist 
language in Church documents, catechisms, 
and hymnals, setting January, 1978, as a 


target date. It asked that seminary education | 


be made available to women. 


ALTHOUGH the U.S. bishops recently 
rejected a suggestion to set up a national 
office for women, the assembly asked for 
such an office ‘‘to promote the full 
participation of women”’ in the Church life. 


Another recommendation heading, ‘‘Jus- 
tice in the Church’”’, supported proposals 
such as: Church accountability in regard to 
finances; the right of collective bargaining 
for all church employes; the formation of a 
national review board for due process; local 
Church participation in the selection of 
bishops and pastors; recognition of the right 
of laicized priests to function in nonsacra- 
mental ministries; optional celibacy; and 
women’s ordination. 


A third recommendation heading, dealing 
with education, stated that parochial school 
children, adults, and Catholic children in 
public schools are all essential targets of 
Catholic educational priorities. 


CONCERN FOR American Catholics as 
citizens and taxpayers and for the 
responsibility of the parents to exercise their 
rights in choosing their child’s education, 
led to adoption of a strongly worded 
statement supporting distribution of taxes 
for the education of students in nonpublic 
schools. “‘This should be brought about even 
if it requires a constitutional amendment,”’ 
the assembly said. 


Catholics were also urged to ‘‘take an 
active leadership role in achieving racial 
integration in public schools,’’ and to ‘‘be 
concerned with the moral aspects of public 
education.”’ 


In the recommendation on ‘‘Justice in the 
Church”’ an early proposal urging recogni- 
tion of the ‘‘right of unionization and job 
security’’ for Church employes was modified 
slightly to declare their “‘right to collective 
bargaining.’’ 

THE SETTING UP of a national review 
board for due process was also passed at the 
section level by a vote of 81 to 71, despite 
opposition by Archbishop John Roach of St. 
Paul and Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, 
who called the language ‘‘confusing.”’ The 
general assembly approved it. 

The notion of a greater role for laity in 
Church policy-making and administration 
was also easily passed, including the local 
church’s participation in selection of bishops 
and pastors. 


Ethnicity, race 


The “‘response of the Catholic community 
in the United States with certain notable 
exceptions—is in fact a mockery” of the 
“teaching of the Catholic Church on racial 


and ethnic equality,’’ said the delegates in © 


their introduction to resolutions for justice to 
racial and ethnic minorities. 


_ ‘Our society is not a ‘melting pot,’ but is 
composed of a rich diversity of ethnic, racial 
and culture groups,”’ they said. 

THE DELEGATES cited the right of those 
groups “‘to maintain and develop. their 
language, 
customs and family patterns,’’ and urged 
the Church to support and encourage the 


expression of “‘racial, ethnic and cultural 
- distinctiveness.”’ 


They recommended that the Church 
provide “‘the opportunity to form or maintain 
parishes or missions which will give 
emphasis to’’ those groups. We 


THE PAPER passed by the assembly 
stressed the need for Catholic liturgy to 
include materials and elements from the 
“many cultural strains composing the 
Catholic population in the United States,’’ 
and urged the acceptance of the ‘‘sacra- 
mentality’’ of Indian religious symbols. 


It urged the American bishops to establish 
secretariats for blacks and American 
Indians, and to expand their Secretariat for 
the Spanish-speaking and establish a 
National Hispanic Research Center. 


The paper stated there ‘‘is an immediate 
need for the appointment of more. ethnic, 
black and Hispanic bishops to the office of 
Ordinary,’’ and one resolution called for the 
ordination of an Indian bishop as soon as 
possible. 


DURING THE smaller sectional meetings 
and working groups it was obvious the 
Hispanic delegates had done their homework 
on the papers and on the mechanics of the 
conference. 


The highly organized efforts and the 
insistence of Hispanic delegates that their 
problems receive particular emphasis in the 
“Ethnicity and Race’’ resolutions seemed to 
irritate some of the black and white ethnic 
delegates. 


There were efforts by some delegates to 
bring about a ‘‘reconciliation’’ between the 
white ethnics, blacks and Hispanics. One 
black delegate, Janet Frye of Denver, told 
one session of the ‘Ethnicity and Race”’ 
section to remember that ‘‘we are here as 
Christians...we are all one group.” 


One resolution that was passed did call for 
the establishment of ‘‘a multi-ethnic office’”’ 
by the NCCB that would promote ‘‘ethnic 
values for all the members of the Catholic 
Church.”’ 


Work 


The U.S. Church should engage in 
concrete action to ensure equal opportunity 
rights to all people, according to one of the 
leading proposals in the topic, ‘‘Work’’. 


Every bishop would be called upon to 
establish a diocesan plan for’ equal 
opportunity that would work on several 
levels—including influencing legislation—to 
bring about justice in employment to 
minorities, women, the handicapped, the 
aged and young people.” 


IN ADDITION the USCC would implement 
“immediately’’ an equal opportunity pro- 
gram for all diocesan agencies, and a survey 
would be made on all levels of the U.S. 
Church to determine the numbers of 
minority people in the total work force. 


A national Commission on Economic 
Justice will be established ‘‘within a year,”’ 
if the recommendations of the conference 
are accepted by the U.S. bishops. Comprised 
of representatives of dioceses and national 
Catholic organizations, it would evaluate 
economic problems with ‘‘due attention’”’ to 
the effect of racism. 


IT WOULD support repeal of “‘right to 
work’’ laws as they now exist in 20 states. 


Education of preachers and catechists in 
Catholic social doctrine is another recom- 
mendation. 


Among tools for implementing its 
proposals, the conference here called for 
forums on themes :of economic justice and 
committees to engage in continuing consul- 
tation to be conducted by dioceses, Religious 
orders, Catholic educational institutions, 
and parishes. 


ALIENS IN the U.S. without documenta- 
tion were a major concern of delegates in the 
sectional meeting. The group emerged with 
a resolution urging support of amnesty for 
immigrants ‘‘whose departure from the 
United States would impose upon them or 


‘their families any hardship.” 


Specially mentioned as objects of Church 
support in their efforts at fair employment 
practices were the nonunion textile workers 
in the South and veterans of the Vietnam 
War. 


The proposal also said ratification of the 
Equal Rights Amendment to the Constitu- 
tion would be a ‘‘major step toward 
achieving economic justice for men and 
women.”’ 


Neighborhood 


Delegates who attended the section on 
“Neighborhood” ripped up the original 
working paper and completely rewrote the 
four original recommendations. 


. Inthe first sectional meeting, Msgr. Geno 


Baroni, of the National Center for Urban 
Ethnic Affairs in Washington, D.C., bitterly 
complained about the “‘lack of urgency’’ 


about the document’s description of the 


plight of the cities. 


“THE CITIES ARE almost all black, 
brown and busted,” said the priest. ‘I’m 
afraid that this document is just not in touch 
with what is happening in the cities.”’ 

Lobbyists from the National Catholic Rural 
Life Conference voiced similar concerns 
about the situation of the rural communities 
in the original draft. 


Eventually the delegates sent a list of four . 


recommendations to the plenary session, 
where they were approved with only minor 
word changes or additions. 


The recommendations centered around 
four topics: the parish and the neighbor- 
hood, the Church and neighbornood action, 
the Church and community development, 
and the Church and the rural community. 


DELEGATES WORKING on the ‘“‘parish 
and community’ recommendation empha- 
sized the fundamental importance of the 
parish in the implementation of any liberty 
and justice program. They urged continuing 
education of parish leadership, establish- 
ment of local neighborhood and community 
groups where these do not already exist, 
support of such groups where they do exist, 
and the development of parish ‘‘outreach”’ 
coalitions. 


Representatives dealing with the Church 
and neighborhood action fought a bitter 
battle over a phrase which would have 
required parishes to supply neighborhood 
groups financial support, and required 
dioceses to contribute matching funds. 


In the end, the recommendation came 
closer to the original working papers, stating 
parishes and dioceses should support, both 
financially and morally, such groups. The 
clause on ‘‘matching’’ diocesan funds was 
deleted. 


AN ATTEMPT TO call on the USCC to 
take a stand on issues of gun control, 
redlining and disinvestment was dropped 
when it met with a tie vote in committee. 


Delegates working on Church and 
community development kept the original 
document’s stress on education as primary 
to the goal of development, but they 
enumerated four rights that they felt should 


- be protected for people they described as 


““‘powerless’’. The right to: 

—he self determining; 

—gain Church support in efforts to 
organize; 

—the use of Church property and 
resources; 


—full accountability for the use of Church 
funds and resources. 


Another resolution voiced strong support 
for the work of the U.S. bishops’ Campaign 
for Human Development. 


A recommendation on rural issues urged 
that ‘“‘bishops re-evaluate their policies, 
disbursement of funds, and personnel 
placement in rural communities.’’ 


Another resolution suggested that a 
commission be established, made up of Call 
to Action participants, that would address 
the problems of rural poverty, rural health 
and housing, land use, theology of 
stewardship, estate, property and income 
tax reform, rural financing problems, 
corporate farming; and the use of food 
products as a national and international 
political tool. 


Humankind 


Despite numerous attempts at amend- 
ment, the general assembly approved with 
virtually no changes the 30 recommenda- 
tions forwarded to it by the section on 
“‘humankind’’. These fell under three 
headings: education for global justice, 
defense of human rights, and disarmament 
and peace. 


The delegates asked the U.S. bishops .to 
establish a network of peace and justice 
commissions throughout the dioceses of the 
country, and a general national center in 
New York that would serve as a liaison with 


the United Nations. : 


THE NEW YORK office, the group said, 
should be an arm of the bishops’ existing 
national organization, the justice and peace 
office of the USCC. The USCC should serve 
as a coordinating body and informational 
clearinghouse for the diocesan justice and 
peace agencies, the delegates said. 


They also asked the bishops to support) 


fully the UN’s Universal Declaration on 


Human Rights and to follow through by - 


assuming an advocacy position regarding 
U.S. government or corporate involvement 
with nations that abuse the human rights of 
their citizens. 


On the question of peace and disarma- 
ment the delegates asked the U.S. Catholic 
community to “‘condemn and be among 
those who lead in resisting the production, 


. possession, proliferation and threatened use 


of nuclear weapons and all other weapons of 


indiscriminate effect, even in a policy of 


deterrance.”’ 


THE ONLY CLOSE voting during the 
three-hour voting session exceeding the 
return to general assembly arose over the 
call for a halt to all arms sales. The sectional 
group asked the bishops to ask for a 
complete halt or arms sales. There was 


strong opposition to this intent because the 


bishops would have to take a position against 
selling weapons to Israel. Two attempts to 
amend the language to make exception in 
the form of ‘‘controlled sales’ failed. 


The other major area of disagreement in 
the “‘Humankind’’ sectional meetings arose 


when a missionary priest raised questions: 4, 


about the performance of the U.S. bishops’ 
multi-million-dollar overseas aid agency, 
Catholic Relief Services (CRS). 


THE DELEGATES asked that the bishops 
responsible for CRS evaluate the policies, 
programs, activities and structures of the 
CRS services with an eye toward making it 
even more effective for development of 
people. This, the new resolution said, should 
include the promotion of human rights and 
methods of assuring that the humanitarian 
assistance to the needy transcends U.S. 
government priorities and national security 
policies. 


On the topic of education for justice, the 2 


delegates also asked that the bishops: 


—Establish official liaison on justice 
issues with the National Council of 


. Churches—a move broadened in general 


assembly at the suggestion of Bishop 
Bernard Law of Springfield-Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., to include also liaison with other 
national Christian and Jewish agencies; 


—Develop justice education at Catholic 
educational institutions; 

—Train persons in justice education who 
are from all different social, racial and 
economic strata of America; 

—Take a leadership role as bishops in 
becoming more educated themselves on 
issues of peace and justice; 

—Make available a process for citizens 
from the undeveloped nations to ‘‘raise the 
critical consciousness of the people of the 
U.S. regarding their situation...” 

—Make every use of the media, 
particularly the Catholic press, to accomp- 
lish these goals. 


On human rights the delegates asked that 
the bishops: ; 

—Advocate to the U.S. government a 
foreign policy that is “‘in keeping with the 
defense of the UN’s Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights’’; 

—Examine the moral dimensions of the 
policies of our government and multination- 
al corporations; 

—Encourage Catholic institutions to 
review their spending and investments 
against moral and ethnical guidelines. 


Family 


The heart of the ‘‘Family’’ section was a 
firm statement in support of the values of 
marriage and the family. 


Section delegates affirmed the ‘‘perman- 
ence and indissolubility of marriage,”’ and at 
the same time extended a call for better 
preparation for marriage and for ‘‘reconcilia- 
tion of separated, divorced, and -divorced/ 
remarried Catholics within the community of 
faith.”’ 


THE ‘“‘FAMILY’’ section retaihed the 
format of the original working paper 


~ 


developed out of the nationwide consulta- 
. tions, with three recommendations directed 
to support. for family values, family and 
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society, and the Church and divorced 


Catholics. 

The first set of recommendations affirmed 
committed, lifelong marriage as a part of 
God’s plan,”’ and ‘‘children as an expression 
of the creative fruitfulness of human life and 
love.’” 


The statement called for a recognition of 
the special needs of married couples. It 
asked for a catechesis on religious education 
on matriage, sexuality and family, ‘‘based 
on contemporary and sound theology and the 
lived experience of the married,” and 
including involvement of the Church in 
“educational programs for effective parent- 
hood.’’ 


The family values recommendation also 
called for development of a comprehensive 


" family-oriented pastoral plan, with particu- 


lar attention to ethnic and cultural diversity, 
the need for family-centered worship both in 
the home and the parish, and recognition of 
the impact of other policies and decisions on 
family life. 


_ THE IMPACT of the media, particularly 
television, on family life, was a major 


concern in the second recommendation, 


- family and society. 


The recommendation called for coopera- 
tion of family life commissions, diocesan 
communications offices, and national Catho- 
lic communications organizations in evaluat- 
ing the impact of media on family life. It 
urged families and these structures to 
promote ‘‘the human and aesthetic quality of 
network and local programming and policies 
in order to counteract dehumanizing values 
of consumerism and materialism’ and to 
work for ‘‘further limitation of programming 
depicting excessive violence and irrespons- 
ible sex.’’ 


THE FINAL section in the ‘Family’ 


. document, dealing with the Church and 


divorced ‘Catholics, called for extension of 
pastoral care to separated, divorced and 
divorced/remarried Catholics through effec- 
tive programs of ministry, education and 
group support. 


It asked local Catholic communities to put 
an immediate end to practices discriminat- 
ing against divorced Catholics and their 
children in parish and diocesan activities, 
and the development of educational pro- 
grams aimed at “‘eliminating the attitudes 
underlying such practices.’’ 


The statement also asked Church leaders 
to address publicly the requests of the 
divorced who have remarried to receive, 
under certain conditions, the sacraments of 
the Church. The resolution retained, despite 
some strong opposition, an assertion that 
many divorced-remarried Catholics are ‘‘not 
necessarily excluded from the Eucharist’’ 
but they do not realize this. 


. THE STATEMENT on divorce called, 
further, for bishops to develop more 
consistent, equitable and effective proce- 
dures for dealing with annulments through- 
out diocese of the U.S., and asked for a 
study, in dialogue with married as well as 
the separated and divorced, of the causes of 
marital breakdown in order to effectively 
shape policies for strengthening family life. 


The bishops were also asked to take the 


-action required to repeal the penalty of 


automatic excommunication decreed by the 
Third Council of Baltimore for Catholics who 
“‘dare to remarry after divorce.’’ 


Nationhood 


A call for continuing the Detroit Call to 
Action experience by. holding another 
consultation “‘within five years’’ headed the 
list of recommendations stemming from the 


section on ‘‘Nationhood’’. - 


Like the section on ‘‘Humankind’’, the 
section on ‘‘Nationhood”’ also got into strong 
debate over the issue of disarmament. Faced 


with a suggestion that the very production of 


arms can be immoral if it seriously detracts 
from a nation’s ability to meet primary 
human and social needs, Lt. Col. Jack 
Spangler, attempted to amend the disarma- 
ment statement, to include the qualifying 
language, ‘‘without undermining the fund- 
amental need for personal and national’ 
security needs. 


HIS PROPOSAL was defeated. in the 
sectional meeting and again in the general 
assembly, which agreed that the U.S. should 
have as a goal for public policy ‘‘a national 
commitment to a policy of peace and. to 
programs of disarmament that will release 
resources now committed to preparation for 


war to meet the basic social needs of 
peoples.”’ 


Under this topic the conference also called 
for educational programs on justice and 
committees for political responsibility. The 
committees, it said, should be set up at the 
parish, diocesan, state and national levels to 
set priorities for public policy and to point 
out the moral dimensions involved. 

The ‘‘Nationhood’’ section also urged a 
national commitment to the protection of life 
from the moment of conception, but rejected 
a statement that would call for implementa- 
tion of the U.S. bishops’ program on pro-life 
with its human life amendment policy. (Such 
a statement was, however, incorporated in 
the section on personhood and passed by the 
assembly.) 


THE GROUP also endorsed statements on 
elimination of the sources of crime, 
alternatives to penal reform, income 
security, more equitable taxation, compre- 
hensive health care, responsible land use, 
decent housing, a foreign policy more 


supportive of human rights, the ending of- 


racism through equal opportunity, full 
equality for men and women through the 
Equal Rights Amendment, revision of the 
immigration laws and policies, and a reform 
of public assistance legislation. 


‘The section asked prophetic voice from the 
Church in examining and criticizing econo- 
mic and social structures, and exploring 
alternative economic structures for a more 
equitable distribution of power. 


The group’s final recommendation on 
implementing the consultation asked that 
the process of listening, responding ‘and 


implementing become a regular element of: 


U.S. Catholic life on the diocesan and 
parish level. The recommendation also 
carried a plea for local structures insuring 
the consultation process along with the 
major recommendation to convene another 
national conference within five years. 


Personhood 


The section on ‘‘Personhood’’ included 
some of the more controversial elements of 
the Call to Action program, among them 
issues of the U.S. bishops’ _ pastoral 
leadership on birth control, the opening of 
the office of preaching to women, the 
Church’s stance toward pastoral care and 
civil rights of homosexuals. 


While the issue of Catholics and birth 
control was raised by some 8,000 of the 
800,000 responses in the national grassroots 
consultation, the ‘‘Personhood”’ section also 
showed the other side of the unique Catholic 
Bicentennial process in the person of 
Franciscan Father Depaul Genska from New- 
Jersey. 


THE PRIEST, who is engaged in a special 
ministry of trying to serve the pastoral needs 
of prostitutes in New York City, was alone in 
testifying to the need for such a ministry 
during the consultation process. 


But at the assembly here he succeeded in 
getting a recommendation passed for 
support and development throughout the 
U.S. Church of special ministries to sexual 
minorities, such as prostitutes, who are 
“subjected to societal discrimination and 
alienation from the Church.’’ 


This section, and subsequently the full 
assembly, passed recommendations in four 
general areas: Christian community, person- 
al development, sexuality, and a Catholic 
“bill of rights.’’ 


THE DELEGATES urged that the bishops 
give “‘priority to the development of 
community especially at the parish level’”’ on 
the grounds that ‘‘community is essential to 
Christian life.’’ 


_ Also in the area of community the 
delegates approved recommendations that: 


—‘“Church movements which unite per- 
sons in small communities’ be supported; 


—Catholic communities foster an environ- 
ment promoting each individual’s recogni- 
tion of his positive Christian vocation as 
married, single, ordained, or Religious; 


—Christian communities ‘‘call forth the 
gifts of the individual for the service of all’’ 
and Church policies and structures be 
oriented toward supporting and fostering the 
exercise of such. gifts; 


—The office of preaching be opened to 
women and youth, and also to unordained 
men and married couples; and 


—The wide range of possible Christian 


communities be supported by the Church in 


terms of such concerns as fulfillment of their 
liturgical and spiritual needs and allocation 
of personnel and finances. 


In the area of personal development the 
delegates endorsed the U.S. bishops’ 1975 
Pastoral Plan for Pro-Life Activities and 
urged Catholic support for alternatives ‘to 
abortion and for a constitutional amendment 
to ‘‘protect life from conception to natural 
death.”’ 


The delegates also: 


—Urged that Catholics collaborate with 
others in promiting respect for all life; 


—Called for full equality under the law 
and full economic justice for all U.S. men 
and women, and urged that Catholic social 
action agencies promote the achievement of 
women’s rights; 


—Endorsed and supported the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


—Declared that ministry to youth is a 
particularly strong need in the Church, 
“‘most urgently’’ for young people aged 18 
to 35, and urged a wide range of action to 
integrate youth into the mainstream of 
Church life; 


—Called for broader programs of outreach 
and advocacy for the aging, and endorsed 
“the responsibility of adult children to care 
for their aged parents.”’ 


—Recommended outreach, advocacy, bet- 
ter pastoral care, and educational and 
support programs for the handicapped, 
including the establishment of a national 
NCCB/USCC office for the handicapped; 

—Called for a full range of Catholic social 
services for ‘‘all persons experiencing 
need”’; 


—Asked Catholic offices and agencies to 
pay particular attention to ‘‘what is 
commonly perceived to be institutionalized 
racism and oppression in our society’ and 
“take steps to change the conditions which 
dehumanize.”’ ; 

—Urged Church advocacy for the rights of 
the imprisoned, with specific steps to change 
the current penal system, including ‘‘the 
cessation of capital punishment.’’ 


The delegates noted that ‘‘sexuality is an 


Caution, praise and criticism show in 
comments on the many resolutions 
passed by the ‘‘Call to Action’ 
conference. Both presidential candid- 
ates sent telegrams of praise. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher compared it to 
the success of our own diocesan Synod. 
The president of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference expressed caution, while an 
official of Catholics United for the Faith 
(CUF) said the conference was not 
representative of Catholic grassroots. 


Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati, NCCB president, said two 
factors affected the meeting and its 
outcome. 


“FIRST, IN retrospect it seems too 
much was attempted. Any one of the 
eight large topics would have provided 
more than enough work for the limited 
time available. The result was haste and 
determination to formulate recommen- 
dations on complex matters without 
adequate reflection, discussion and 
consideration of different points of 
view. : 

“Second, special interest groups 
advocating particular causes seemed to 
play a disproportionate role. The result 
was a process and a number of 
recommendations which were not 
representative of the Church in this 
country and paid too little attention to 
other legitimate interests and con- 
cerns.”’ 


The archbishop characterized some 
recommendations as ‘‘good’’ and others 
as “‘problematical at best.’’ 


BISHOP MAHER said the coriference 
“shows the Church is listening to all the 
people and is concerned about the 
needs of all. It also shows the Church 
serving the cause of justice and 
freedom, as Christ did.’’ 


He said it reminded him of the 
diocesan Synod and ‘“‘like our own 
Synod, there are issues which it will be

essential element of personhood,” and in 
that area they urged: 


—Full dialogue of bishops, priests, 
Religious and laity with one another on 
sexuality and various states of life, as well as 
dialogue ‘‘with other persons who are 
expressing their sexuality in a variety of 
lifestyles’; 


—That the U.S. bishops acknowledge the 
“conflict and anguish’’ many Catholics face 
regarding contraception, and that as 
pastoral leaders the bishops ‘‘affirm more 
clearly the right and responsibility of 
married people to form their own con- - 
sciences” in the light of Church teaching 
and theological and scientific thinking.’’ 


—That positive ‘education to mature 
sexuality’? become a focus of Church 
concern in terms of counseling and 
preparation of parents ‘‘as the primary 
educators; and training of those involved in a 
ministry of education in sexuality; 


—That the Church ‘‘actively seek to serve 
the pastoral needs of those persons with 
homosexual orientation’’ and join in a fight 
to end discriminatory attitudes and struc- 
tures and to guarantee the basic constitu- 
tional rights of homosexuals; and that the 
Church affirm and support the pastoral work 
of Dignity, an organization for homosexual 
Catholics: 


—That the Church ‘‘provide pastoral care 
to all sexual minorities’’ and support and 
recognize existing ministries of this type; 
and 


—That the Church “‘offer victims of rape 
and their families pastoral care’’ and provide 
training for pastoral work in this area. 


Under ‘‘Personhood’’ the Call to Action 
assembly also called for the development of 
a bill of rights for U.S. Catholics under the 
leadership of the bishops, in consultation 
with theologians, Church lawyers, and other 
scholars. ‘ 


The proposed bill of rights, the assembly 
said, should affirm the Church’s commit- 
‘ment to defend human rights and dignity in 
every area of society, and it should clearly 
state the fundamental rights of Catholics 
within the Church. : 


s 


necessary to revise or reject-if they do 
not follow the teaching of the Church.” 


Bishop Maher said he was impressed 
by the concern for family life and the 
“very positive stand to uphold family 
values and to promote those values 
through educational programs for 
parents,’’ again, similar to Synod II. 


HE PRAISED the support for the 
universal declaration of human rights 
and added that “‘in promoting the 
foreign policy of this nation it is 
important to stress spiritual values and 
human rights rather than trading and 
monetary agreements.’’ 


He said the special attention given to 
ethnic cultural groups by the conference 
“highlighted the Church’s concerns, 
and while recognizing traditional cul- 
tures and customs, re-emphasized that 
these must not divide, but help people 
to be bound together as a community of 
Christians.”’ 


He also praised the attention to youth 
and “the need to develop the gifts of 
youth and their personhood.’’ 


. Although praising the conference for 
airing important issues, Frank Teskey, 
regional direction of CUF said, ‘“‘but I 
think the whole thing was not 
representative of the Catholic grass- 
roots.”’ 


HE CALLED the conference ‘‘irre- 
sponsible’’ in its resolutions on 
homosexuality, birth control and wom- 
en’s ordination, among other things. He 
also said he was ‘‘scandalized by the 
way the Church’s social teachings were 
disregarded’’ by delegates. 


His worst expectations, he said, were 
realized when the conference called for 
complete nuclear disarmament. He felt 
the conference was dominated by 
“middle management persons in the 
Church—NCCB officers and diocesan 
officials interested in getting a Church 
job in Washington, D.C,”’

Where is God in the 
turmoil of our history?

The Gospel proclaims ‘‘The Kingdom of 
God is at hand!”’ 


A world beset by petty tyrants, senseless 
terrorism, and scandals and corruption that 
have toppled governments and _ rocked 
thrones asks in desperation ‘‘Dear God, 
where are You?’’ 


WHERE IS God in the turmoil of history? 
What happened to the kingdom proclaimed 
by Jesus as ‘‘at hand?’’ 

Central to the teachings of Jesus is the 
Kingdom of God or Kingdom of Heaven. 

There are not many kingdoms left in the 
world today but there are enough so that the 


. term has a definite meaning to most of us. A 


kingdom is a political-realm. It has laws, 
boundaries, citizens and, of course, a king. 


WHEN JESUS began His ministry there 
were many who had just such a kingdom in 
mind. Those who listened to Jesus’ 
preaching included some to whom His 
proclamation of the kingdom meant freedom 
from the rule of Rome. Others saw it as 
meaning the restoration of Israel as a 
worldly power. Still others saw it as the 
pronouncement of the imminent’ end of the 
world. 


The petty tyrants, senseless terrorism and 
scandals and corruption of our own time all 
had their counterparts in the time of Jesus 
and many who heard Jesus’ proclamation 
with hope in their hearts were those who had 
prayed fervently...‘‘Dear God, Where are 
you?”’ 

For Jesus, however, the kingdom was 
none of these. The kingdom He preached 


was not a political realm; it was not based on 
revolution; it had no temporal rulers, no 
legions. Its realm was human experience 
and it was founded on a new relationship 
between God and man. 


JESUS’ KINGDOM did promise the peace 
and freedom from fear and anxiety that 
many sought in a worldly kingdom. But they 
were not to be obtained by citizenship in any 
nation or by taking an oath of loyalty to any 
earthly sovereign. 


The peace of the kingdom proclaimed by 
Jesus could be obtained only by an inner 
change of heart, a turning around of selfish 
lifestyles, a willingness to seek security not 
in the things of the world but in the person of 
Jesus. ‘‘Repent and believe in the gospel!’’ 
(Mark 1:15) So 


The impatience of human nature probably 
was partially to blame for the many who 
heard the proclamations of Jesus and could 
not accept it. It just didn’t measure up to 
their worldly expectations. So they turned 
away and went back to their prayer...‘“Dear 
God, where are You?”’ 


TODAY THE Jesus that preached has 
become the Jesus that is preached. The 
message is the same: ‘‘Repent and believe 
in the gospel!”’ 


Men and women today hear the 
proclamation but many say, ‘“‘Do something 
God! Change the world. Give us peace and 
freedom from fear.’’ 


And God’s response through Jesus is the 
same...‘‘Change your hearts. Believe in 
Me!”’ Some do and find God’s peace in the 
turmoil of history. Others turn away sadly 
and go back to their prayer...‘‘Dear God, 
where you You?’’ 


‘‘The Kingly Rule of Christ extends not merely over the 
Church as the congregation of the faithful but...over the whole of 
the universe in all its heights and depths; and it also confronts 
and overrules with sovereign dignity the principalities and 
powers and evil spirits of this world.’’—Karl Barth, ‘‘A Letter to 
Great Britain, in This Christian Cause,’’ 1939.

Consider that God 
is utterly beyond the 
human mind’s ability 
to conceive, imagine 
or understand; that it 
is impossible to have 
any thing in our mind 
which is equal . to 
God; that God is in 
inaccessible light (1 
Timothy 6:16) There- 
fore, we can leave behind all of our 
ideas or notions about God in order to 
seek God himself in a transcendent 
embrace. 


Moreover, since The Word of God is 
God (John 1:1) it is impossible for us to 
fully comprehend when God speaks The 
Word to us: ‘‘No one knows the Son 
except the Father, just as no one knows 
the Father except the Son and those to 
whom the Son chooses to reveal him.”’ 
(Matthew 11:27) 


IT IS possible that God can speak a 
word to us that we are able to fully 
comprehend, since The Word is God. 


We must, therefore, let go of our 
understanding of God in order to grasp 
God. Moreover, we can only grasp God 
by being grasped by God, but we can 
only be grasped by God if we let God be 
God for us. ‘‘Yes, the heavens are as

-to receive God’s revelation of himself 


high above earth as my ways are above 
your ways, my thoughts about your 
thoughts.’’ (Isaiah 55:8+) 


God cannot manifest his infinity to us 
infinitely since our human capacities are 
limited. Therefore, it is necessary for us 


gradually. As the manifestation of 
God’s life becomes more intense within 
us it flows past the boundaries of the 
human mind and gives the impression 
that one is living either in a dry state of 
emptiness or in an ecstatic state of 
fullness, depending on one’s reaction to 
this inflowing of God’s boundless life. 


IF WE resist the personal encounter 
with the living God by trying to 
intellectualize the experience, by trying 
to force God into the mold of our 
understanding then our prayer, al- 
though deeper, tends to become dry. 
The desire for God increases, our 
turning away from the world becomes 
more determined,. but the actual 
experience with our former methods of 
prayer seems futile and dry. 


If, on the other hand, we yield to 
God’s love and allow him to invade our 
life we tend to experience a deeply 
satisfying wholeness. 

At this.point we find good advice in 
Psalm 46:10: ‘* ‘Be still and know that I 
am God, exalted among the nations, 
exalted over the earth.’ ”’

Thy Kingdom Come 


Jesus preached a rule of 


God in the hearts of men 


By Father John J. Castelot 


It was the firm faith-conviction of the 
biblical preachers and writers that God is 
active in human history. Indeed, for them He 
is the Lord of history, directing the affairs of 
nations, usually through human agents. 
Thus, His commission to Jeremiah is 
expressed in these terms: “ 
the nations I appointed you...This day I set 
you over nations and kingdoms, To root up 
and to tear down, to destroy and to 
demolish, to build and to plant’’ (Jeremiah 
1:5, 10). 


This conviction rested not on a speculative- 


process of reasoning, but on the experience 
of the people, especially in their marvelous 
liberation from bondage in Egypt which was 
the prelude to their national existence. The 
faith of their inspired’spokesmen saw in this 
an act of God—the act of God, in fact—the 
model and pledge of all such saving 
interventions in the future. 


THEIR NATIONAL existence, however, 
was stormy, and they looked forward with 
-ardent longing to the day when Yahweh, 
their King, would definitively establish His 
kingdom, His reign, His rule. It would be a 
time of peace, prosperity, freedom from 
harassment by stronger, pagan nations. 


Their hopes were tied in tightly with the 
royal line of David, especially after God’s 
assurance, through Nathan, that the Davidic 
dynasty would last forever (Samuel 7:12 ff.). 


_ The king, consequently, was regarded as a 


sacred person, Yahweh’s visible representa- 
tive among His people, for it was He was 
who their true King. The earthly king was 
His anointed one (in Hebrew: mashiah). 


AND YET, it was not the future king who 
was the direct object of their hope; it was the 
kingdom which he would be instrumental in 
establishing. Even the great oracle of 
Nathan, in which the king was proclaimed 
God’s ‘‘son,’’ made him subordinate to the 
kingdom. 

‘I will be a father to him, and he shall be a 
son to me. And if he does wrong, I will 
correct him with the rod of men and with 


human chastisements; but I will not 
withdraw my favor from him as I withdrew it 
from your predecessor Saul, whom I 


removed from my presence. Your house and 
your kingdom shall endure forever before 
me; your throne shall stand firm forever’’ 
(Samuel 7:14-16). 


Centuries later, on the occasion of: the 
birth of a.royal prince, Isaiah gave voice to 
his hopes in these confident words: ‘‘For a 
child is born to us, a son is given us; upon his 
shoulder dominion rests. They name him 
Wonder-Counselor, God-Hero, Father-For- 


...a prophet to” 


ever, Prince of Peace. His dominion is vast 
and forever peaceful. From David’s throne, 
and over his kingdom, which he confirms 


_ and sustains. By judgment and justice, both 


now and forever’’ (Isaiah 9:5-6). 


COMING CLOSER to the Christian era, 


we find the same hope expressed in the Book 


of Daniel (165 B.C.): As the visions during 
the night continued, I say One like a son of 
man coming, on the clouds of heaven; When 
he reached the Ancient One and was 
presented before him, He received domin- 
ion, glory, and kingship; nations and peoples 
of every language serve him. His dominion 
is an everlasting dominion that shall not be 
taken away, his kingship shall not be 
destroyed. (Daniel 7:13-14) 

It is not surprising that when Jesus came 


to proclaim the Good News, He did so in 
terms of the nearness of God’s reign or rule: 


“After John’s arrest, Jesus appeared in. 


Galilee proclaiming the Good News of God: 
‘This is the time of fulfillment. The reign of 
God is at hand!’ ’’ (Mark 1:14-15) 


This was the dominant theme of His 
preaching and it recurs constantly in the 
Gospels, as in this summary verse from 
Luke: ‘‘After this he journeyed through 
towns and villages preaching and proclaim- 
ing the good news of the kingdom of God”’ 
(Luke 8:1). tdi 


ACTUALLY, THERE is a growing 
preference for ‘‘reign’’ or “‘rule’’ rather 
than ‘‘kingdom’’ as the translation of the 


. Greek word Basileia. ‘‘Kingdom’’ suggests 


something static, structured, regal, bureau- 
cratic. 


But Jesus preached a reign or rule of God 
in the hearts of men that was active, 
dynamic, personal. As he told Pilate: ““My 
kingdom does not-belong to this world...As it 
is my kingdom is not here...It is you who say 
I am a king. The reason I was born, the 
reason why I came into the world, is to 
testify to the truth” (John 18, 36-37). 


As the first century wore on, there was a 
tendency in some circles to interpret God’s 
reign in terms of the-Church. This comes 
through in the Gospel of Matthew, one of 
whose central themes is the Kingdom, and 
the only Gospel in which the word ‘‘church’’ 
appears (just twice as against over 100 
references to the reign in the Synoptic 
Gospels). 


But this was a late development; Matthew 
was written between 80 and 100 A.D. And 
even here, there is no question of identifying 
the reign with the Church. They are related, 
yes, but not identical. And so we pray every 
day, as Jesus himself taught us to pray: 
“Thy kingdom come!”’

Louisiana priest murdered 


HOMER, La.—John B. Abercrombie, 26, 
has been charged with the murder of Father 
Theodore Lelieveld, pastor of St. Margaret 
church here.

According to a Zairean news 
agency, the government is searching for new 
forms of collaboration and the return of the 
schools is a move in that direction. 


Latin American Bible banned 

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina—A Spanish 
edition of the Bible with pictures and 
commentary on social justice in Latin 
America has been banned by the military 


government following a bitter controversy — 


among bishops about its ‘‘ideology’’. 
Bookstores, parishes and Catholic schools no 
longer sell the Latin America Bible as it is 
called.

Abortion now ‘social policy’ 


FALL RIVER, Mass.—Blasting society’s 
search for easy answers to problems, Msgr. 
James McHugh, director of the U.S. bishops 
pro-life committee, condemned the idea that 
“it is cheaper to abort the poor than to solve 
their problems.’’ He said: ‘‘Abortion has 
become a major problem not because an 
individual decides on this action, but 
because it has been escalated to a social 
policy and is used to solve problems ‘for 
which there are better, more humane 
Christian solutions.’’ 


Laotian Church suppressed 


NOG-KHAI, Thailand—According to a 
Laotian priest here, Church property has 
been nationalized, priests are being accused 
of being in the pay of the CIA and religious 
ceremonies are monitored by the new 
communist government in Laos. The priest 
said that in Vientiane, the Laotian capital, 
that only one of seven churches in open for 
worship and many church properties have 
been taken for secular use. 


Police kill protestors in India 


NEW DELHI, India—Indian Prime Minis- 
ter Indira Ghandi has admitted that some 
people were killed when police fired on 
villagers protesting against compulsory 
sterilization. “‘We do not approve of 
compulsion,’’ she said. ‘‘But we do believe., 
that programs of sterilization and adoption 
of other known, effective measures for the 
control of population are important and most 
urgent.”’ é 


Texas ‘bingo war’ truce seen 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex.—A bitter contro- 
versy over church-operated bingo games, 
recently ruled illegal by a judge here, seems 


to be cooling. Bingo is apparently scheduled | 


to return. City Attorney Jim Parker told the 
city council that three factors must exist 
before bingo can be declared illegal, a 
charge must be made for admission, prizes 
must be awarded and prizes must be 
awarded by chance. The council voted to 
“explore all legal means to allow bingo”’ 
operated by churches.
